There was a meeting of oltizens of 
Dixon for the purpose of providing 
means for relief of sufferers from the 
tornado that swept over Lee county , 
J une 2, 1860. In Harmon the bouse 
occupied by Edwin Frizzle and J ohn 
j Woodman was taken by the wind and 
'oarried thirty rods. 
Mr. Woodman 
and Mrs. Emmons (the latter a visi­ 
tor) were killed. The houses near 
Lee Center of Isaac Gage and Lorenzo 
Wood were entirely destroy ed and 
'several 
people 
severely 
injured. 
Horace Preston’s house was destroy ed 
and the family sey erly injured.

Preston when the storm came ran to 
the second story and from a bed took 
his two children in his arms; the roof 
of his house at that moment was 
blown off and he with his two chil­ 
dren carried about twelve rods from 
the house Mrs. Preston with her little 
boy in her arms was carried about 
fifteen rods by the storm and the 
child killed.
